NM Thirteenth Year of the Reign of Her late Majeſty Queen Anne, of Im- 
9 35 mortal Memory, Intituled, An Act for the Paying and Diſcharging the 
ſeveral Debts and Sums of Money claimed as Debts of this Colom to the ſeveral Per- 
ſons therein named; and to make and enforce the Currency of Bill. of Credit to the 
Value of Twenty ſeven en fi hundred and eighty Pounds, for thut Purpoſe ; 
ao to make void all Claims and Demands made or pretended to be due from this 

olony before the Firſt Day of June, One thouſand ſeven hundred. and fourteen, &c. 


It was, amongſt other things, Enacted, - That all Perſons whatſoever, except 


ſuch as were appointed to be paid by that Act, ſhould for ever be precluded 
and debarr'd from pretending or making any Claim for the Payment for any 
Service or Services, Goods, Wares, Merchandize or Effects, done, advanced, 
or expended by them, or any of them, their, or either of their Predeceſſors, 
Conſtituents or Imployers, or by any Perſon or Perſons; whatſoever, for the Uſe 
of this Colony, at any time before the ſaid Firſt Day of June, One thouſand 
ſeven hundred and fourteen :. And whereas it, is manifeſt, that ſeveral Services 


have been done for the Government of this Colony, and ſeveral Goods; Wares 
and Merchandizes advanced for the Publick and Neceflary Uſes of the fame ; 


for all which nevertheleſs no Reward or Payment was at that time claimed or 
demanded ; which was occaſioned either by the Remoteneſs of the Habitations 
of ſeveral of the Claimants, who were dwelling and reſiding in the neighbouring 
Colonies and Plantations, or by the Death: of ſeveral Perfons entitled to make 
ſuch Demands, whoſe Widows or Children were not at that time able to make 


the Juſtice of their Claims appear, for want of certain Books and Vouchers that 


have ſince been diſcovered, and which nevertheleſs was as juſtly due from this 


Colony, as any of the Sums paid by Virtue of the Act before mentioned: And 


whereas ſeveral Companies of Soldiers were imployed in the time of His late 
Majeſty, our Glorious Deliverer, William the Third, of Bleſſed Memory, by 
the then Government of this Colony, for the neceſſary Service and Defence 
thereof, ſome of the Superior Officers of which Companies have been paid by 
the Directions and Virtue of the Act aforgſaid ; but the Inferior Officers and 
Private Centinels, who being ior-tlle gener pgr indigent Perſons, and many 
of them living remote, and the Sums due to them being but ſmall, could not 
leave the Attendance on the Proviſion för theilt Families to ſolicit the Pay- 
ment of their Dues; and neither the Perfott&maining alive who had ſerved in 
ſuch Companies, nor the Widows and fans of ſuch of them as were de- 
ceas d, being able, for want of the BooKKand Vouchers aforeſaid, ſince diſco- 
vered, fully and clearly to make out tlie Equiry of their Claims, were by the 
then General Aſſembly of this Colony ot taken any Notice of, becauſe the ſaid 
Aſſembly were not inform'd of the equal Reaſonableneſs and Juſtice of their ſaid 
Claims with others their Superior Officers, who were directed to be paid by the 
aforeſaid Act: And whereas ſeveral of the Perſons, paid by the Direction of 
the Act aforeſaid, have Claim for Services by them done, and Goods and Mer- 
chandizes by them advanced, for the Publick Service of this Colony ; which 

. ; Claims 
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Claims were equally juſt with thoſe for which they were paid, but could not 
at that time be made appear, for want of the Books and Vouchers ſince diſco- 
vered, as aforeſaid; the Payment of all which Claims has been recommended 
to the Repreſentatives of this Colony in General Aſſembly convened, by his 
Excellency the Governor, in his Speech to them of the Fiſth of June, One thou- 


ſand ſeven hundred and ſixteen: And whereas ſeveral Perſons appointed to be

paid ſeveral Sums of Money by the Act of the Thirteenth of Queen Anne afore> 
ſaid, did not come within the Time limited by the ſaid Act for. the Receiving 
of the ſame ; which was in part occaſioned by the Remoteneſs of ſome of the 
ſaid Perſons Habitations from the Treaſury of this Colony; in part becauſe ſeve- 
ral of them having died Inteſtate, and no Perſons taking out'Letters of Admi- 
niſtration on their Goods and Chattels, . the Sams; they were to receive being 
not ſufficient to defray the Charges of ſuch Adminiſtration in part from ſome 
Defect in the appointing the Payment of the ſaid Sums ; To that the Quantity 
of Seventeen hundred ninety ſeven Ounces Eight Peny Weight and Twenty 
Grains of Plate has been thereby left-in the Hands of the Treaſurer, whereof 
Sixteen hundred eighty five Ounces One Peny Weight and Six Grains is hereby 
applied to the Publick Uſe of this Colony, in Paying of the ſaid Treaſurer for 
his Care and Pains in Paying and Sinking the Bills of Credit made Current by 
the Act aforeſaid, for the Purpoſes therein mentioned, and in which no Proviſion 
was made for a Reward to be given the ſaid Treaſurer ; and One hundred and 
twelve Ounces Seven Peny Weight and Fourteen: Grains, in Paying Cornelius 
Poſt and Samuel Provoſt, by Order of the General Aſſembly of this Province, 
for Publick Services; which Sums were nevertheleſs due to the ſaid Perſons, 

and they are left remedileſs, unleſs provided for by this Act: And whereas the 
Partition-Lines between this Colony and the Colony of Cnnecticut, and be- 
tween this Colony and the Colony of New-Ferſey, are neceſſary to be known 
and aſcertained, in order that ſuch of the Inhabitants of this Colony, whoſe 
Eſtates or Habitations are adjacent to, and border on the ſaid Partition-Lines, 
may peaceably, and without Moleſtation, enjoy the Fruits of their Induſtry; 
— that the Government may not be defrauded of the Publick Taxes that may 
ariſe and become due from the ſaid Inhabitants, by their pretending that they 
do not dwell within this Colony: And whereas there is not at this time any 
Money in the Hands of the Treaſurer of this Colony, but what is appropriated 
to particular Uſes, and that it is requiſite, for the Service of this Colony, that 
there be ſome Sum of Money lodged in his Hands, as well for the Payment of 
the Salary of Ambroſe Philips Eſq; Agent of this Colony, or the Agent of this 
G the time being, as for the Anſwering any ſudden Exigency of this 
Colony that may happen, and cannot ſo ſoon otherwiſe be provided "4 by an 
Act of the General Aſſembly of this Province. In order therefore to pay the 
Claims and ſeveral Demands now made, and upon ſtrict Search and Examina- 
tion, found to be equally due with any others that have been paid by Virtue of 
the aforeſaid Act, and to make proper and ſufficient Proviſion for the Purpoſes 
before mentioned; Be it Enacted by the Governor, Council, and General Aſ- 
ſembly, and it is hereby Enacted by the Authority of the ſame, That Bills of 
Credit to the Value of Forty one thouſand five hundred and ſeventeen Ounces 
and an half of the Spaniſh Coins of Seil, Mexico, or Pillar Plate, be forthwith
